The people of America are in the 
m idst of a great world crisis. They 
are spectators, seeing many of the 
events in the news reels only a 
few days after they have happened. 
They listen in, hearing the com­ 
muniques of the m ilitary leaders 
and the pronouncements of the 
statesm en when they are issued, or 
im mediately afterw ard. 
leaders 
leave Europe one day and are here 
another. W arplanes leave America 
and arrive in the w ar zone within 
a few hours. 
Thoughtful and pa­ 
triotic men no longer can ignore the 
events on other continents. 
We 
are all next-door neighbors in the 
sam e world. 
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The people of America are peace- 
loving. 
W hat ever they may have 
been a century or more ago, they 
have for a generation and longer 
been committed to the idea that 
■war should no longer be “an instru­ 
ment of national policy.” They re­ 
nounced 
it 
when 
they 
signed 
the 
Kellogg Peace 
Pact. 
When 
they 
agrt*ed 
to 
lim it 
their 
navy, they quit preparing for war 
and relied on the promises of other 
nations f->r defense of American 
interests. 
American treatm ent of 
Latin-Am erican nations in recent 
years has conformed to the ideal 
of peaceful relations among equals. 
The America cf today 
must be 
judged by the practices of the pres­ 
ent ruling generation. On the rec­ 
ord we are a peace-loving people. 
A ssertions to tile contrary' by to­ 
day’s aggressors will not change 
th at fact. 
The signing of the Kellogg Pact 
was not an agreem ent to give up 
self-defense or treaty obligations. 
It Mas a definite promise to seek 
national ends by 
peaceful means 
only. 
Every nation which signed 
that pact made their promise. Japan 
signed it. 
Italy signed it. 
Ger­ 
many 
signed 
it. 
Soviet 
Russia 
signed it. No nation was compelled 
to sign. Everyone did so voluntar­ 
ily and for its own reasons. Each 
one accepted the ideal of peace to 
which the American 
people 
are 
committed. And every one of them 
struck a blow at America when it 
broke its pledge. 
There are no unforseen reasons 
for the breaking of the system of 
}>eace. 
Japan promised to respect 
the independence of China in 1921. 
In l i d Japan moved into China be­ 
cause it suited her to do so. Russia 
had treaties of friendship with 
Lithuania. 
la tv ia, Esthonia and 
Finland. 
Now they are conquered 
provinces of the Soviet Union. Italy 
belonged to the League of Nations 
along with Ethiopia and Albania. 
She had promised never to attack 
a fellow member. There is no deny­ 
ing that she did attack them. Ger­ 
many did not join the League un­ 
der compulsion nor was the Kel­ 
logg Pact a “diktat.” German arm ­ 
ies have overrun Austria, Czecho­ 
slovakia, Poland, Denmark, 
Nor­ 
way, The 
Netherlands, 
Belgium 
and France, not to mention a few 
m inor territories. 
Every nation 
was deliberately invaded to attain 
some further end. 
These acts of 
aggression by these four dictator- 
ruled powers were planned, some 
say in connivance among the rulers. 
They represent a deliberate giving- 
up of the w ay of peace to which 
America has been committed—and 
still is committed. They are an a t­ 
tack on the kind of world in which 
we wish to live. 
The dictorial powers have left us 
no choice. 
We are getting ready 
to fight in self-defense if they 
come this far. 
We do not do so 
from choice but from neccessity, as 
men fight forest fires to save their 
homes or fight a murderous maniac 
to save their families. 
We hope 
tile dictorial powers do not get this 
far. We hope they are stopped be­ 
fore they get litre. 
Our friends today are those na­ 
tions which are menaced and a t­ 
tacked by the peace-breakers, by 
tin* dictorial powers which have 
taken up w ar as an “instrum ent of 
national policy.” W hatcvcr any of 
tho'*' nations have been or will be, 
they are today the enemies of the 
sam e forces which may attack us— 
•w it will attack us if they get 
far. 
We know where to look 
the attack if it is to come. 
The American people must act 
according to the realities of the 
present. Their sole concern is to 
defend America. They are not di­ 
vided on th at question. The policy 
of }>eace and decency has been an 
American 
policy, not a 
Repub­ 
lican or a Democratic policy. 
It 
}ia< been followed by adm inistra­ 
tions of ix>th parties. 
The policy 
of defense will he followed by the 
next 
adm inistration, 
of 
which 
ever natty it may be. That is ob­ 
vious to all who have followed the 
recent news. 
Real Americans will not be di- 
Vidod in defense of their country. 
They will owe no “second love 
to 
any' country. 
They will not com- 
m il the indecency of a foreign sa­ 
lute to a foreign flag, as was re- 
centlv done in Chicago. 
They will 
not take orders or even suggestions 
from Rome or Berlin or Moscow. 
Thov will consult together to decide 
the best ways of defending Amer­ 
ica. Thov will accept help from oth­ 
er nations which are menaced by 
the same forces. They will hope for 
the time when again the world may 
live in i>eace, the peace w’hich comes 
from mutual respect 
for solemn 
promises, not in the atmosphere of 
d istract and hatred which comes 
from cynical breaking of agree­ 
ments. And above all they wull be 
prepared to fight that America may 
live through the 
present crisis 
which threatens her. On no other 
condition will America survive.

Collect Million Dollars 
On Special Assessment 
During Four Years 


A diagnosis of the audit th at E. 
F. Laurin presented to the Arling 
ton Heights board of trustees lasl 
week is more than interesting. 
The continued loss In tax collec­ 
tions can be blamed for a condition 
that calls for the strictest economy 
on the part of the board to keep 
the village on a cash basis. 
The 
municipality during the past year 
operated $8,000 under its appropri­ 
ations, but actual expense incurred 
was $3,000 greater than receipts. 
As usual it is the general fund 
that bears the brunt of bills and is 
seldom out of the red. The auditor 
made no criticism in the method of 
handling funds and transactions ol 
the village, offering a few sugges­ 
tions of a minor nature. As a busi­ 
ness going concern the village of 
Arlington Heights is 
in a liquid 
condition in spite of 
unexpected 
costs that pop up durm g the year. 
It cost $60,000 a year to operate 
the village. Tax receipts are about 
$15,000 a year. 
As a m atter of record the auditor 
stated in his report that there are 
$87,422.50 uncollected taxes due the 
village covering the years 1928- 
1938. He estim ates collections of 
$4,000 during the 
ensuing 
year 
from taxes of prior years. 
Only two-thirds of the 1935 taxes 
were received by the village. There 
is outstanding in that one item over 
$8,000. 
New 
equipment 
acquirements 
during the past year totaled $1,- 
964.15, and included new’ police car, 
used lo rd truck, snow’ plow’ and of­ 
fice equipment. 
Arlington Heights is probably 
one of the few villages without a 
deficit in the public 
benefit fund. 
The balance is over $2,000. 
Fines assessed and collected by 
the police m agistrate and justices 
of the peace totaled 35,313.00. 
A total of $4,178.75 was received 
from 1354 vehicle licenses issued 
during the year, w’hich is practic­ 
ally the same as in previous years. 
Police departm ent expended $1,- 
050 for equipment during the year, 
which included a police 
car pur­ 
chased Oct. 17, 1939, cash exchange 
of $200 for police car purchased 
March 21, 1940 and a police radio. 
Dance receipts covered the larger 
part of the above amount. 
The deficit in the nurse fund ac­ 
count for the year was $403.71 
which was paid 
out of municipal 
funds. This is in addition to the 
special nurse tax for w’hich $600 
was levied, but only $341 collected. 
Co-sponsors are the high school, 
$280; District 25, $400; Wheeling 
township, $375. The total cost of 
the nurse is $1,800 a year. Pay­ 
ments of $150 a month are made 
by the village. 
Liquor taxes totaled $4,300 for 
the year. Receipts from the build­ 
ing commissioner totaled $1,364. 
The w ater departm ent 
at the 
close of the year had an operating 
surplus of $4,492 not considering 
provision for depreciation nor re­ 
placements. Unpaid w’ater accounts 
totaled $1,326.90. 
Special Assessments 
The extent that bond offsets have 
been used to pay ‘special assess­ 
ments is show’n in comparison with 
those paid in cash. During the past 
year cash payments totaled $46,000 
while offset payments totaled $58,- 
000. During the past four years, 
over a million dollars have been 
credited on special assessm ents on 
principal and interest. Bond and 
coupon offsets were used for $817,- 
000 and cash payments totaled 
$224,000. 
The official annual report of the 
treasurer appears in the 
second 
section of this issue. A copy of the 
official audit is on file at the treas­ 
urer’s office where any interested 
tax payer can inspect It.

Is Your Guest Room Comfortable? 


Perhaps there is no better way to discover the condition of your guest 
room than to occupy it yourself occasionally to find out its faults and 
virtues. With this in mind, let us consider what a guest room requires. 
To begin with, it must have an air of hospitality as if it were waiting 
for its occupant. If the room is to be occupied by two people, it must have 
two beds, a bureau, and a chest of drawers. A room to be occupied by 
one person may have a double or a single bed. In a smaller room either a 
bureau or a chest of drawers is all that is required. And remember that 
no matter how pretty the room, if the spring and mattresses are not 
comfortable, your guests will not be comfortable. 
Another great element of comfort, and one often 
neglected, is proper lighting of the mirror which the 
guest is to use. The bureau should be so placed 
that the mirror above it is properly lighted by day 
and night. There should be a lamp on the night 
table or proper lighting over the head of the beds so 
that even the weekend guests may read themselves to 
sleep if they so desire. A comfortable chair is, of 
course, a necessity and it is nice, if possible, to have 
a small chaise longue drawn up either by a window or 
by an open fire should the room be fortunate enough 
to have a fireplace.

One of the strongest regional or 
parish show? in the Guernsey brerd 
m the middle west, the Northern Il­ 
linois show, follows state fair class­ 
ifications and usually about one 
hundred head of the fawn and white 
beauties are exhibited. 
The usual practice of using only 
approved state fair judges has led 
this year to the selection of James 
Hilton, professor of dairy husband­ 
ry at Purdue university, to be the 
judge.

at tho Farm Bureau as to how the 
zoning ordinance, which goes into 
effect August 1st. will affect agri­ 
culture. 
It appears, after a con­ 
sideration of the ordinance and con­ 
versation with various officials in­ 
terested in its promulgation 
in 
Cook county, that agriculture has­ 
been largely exempted from all the 
provisions of the zoning require­ 
ment?. By this is meant a large 
part of the county is zoned for ag­ 
ricultural use. In other words in 
this territory farmers will go ahead 
farming just the same as they have 
always farmed with one exception 
which will be noted later on. 
Farm s which happen to be in res- 
j idential or other districts so zoned 
will still be exempt from the pro­ 
visions of the zoning ordinance. By 
this is meant if a farm er’s barn 
should burn he may go ahead and 
rebuild so long as this barn is used 
for agricultural purposes. Accord­ 
ing to the provisions of the zoning 
law when 59Vr of a building is des­ 
troyed and it i? replaced, it must 
be replaced according to the pro­ 
visions of the ordinance. 
A bonafide farmer may rebuild 
or build originally without regard 
to the ordinance so long as he con­ 
tinues to operate a farm as such. 
However, if the character of the 
farm changes and it becomes a sub­ 
division or a golf course or an air 
port the classification immediate­ 
ly changes and the exemption so 
far as farms are concerned is out. 
Farmers are allowed to sell what 
they raise at the roadside stands 
so long as sufficient parking space 


being ct nsidered a place of business 
and the ruling regarding roadside 
stands would not apply. However, 
when the business ceases to be the 
selling of produce raised on the 
farm Hun the 
ruling 
regarding 
roadside stands will apply. Obvi­ 
ously most stands sell a few pur­ 
chased commodities. Just where tho 
line would be* drawn would be hard 
to say. 
It has been suggested by a mem­ 
ber of the zoning commissions that 
probably as long as at least SOG 
of the sales are produced on the 
farm such stands would be consid­ 
ered as farm stands and the ordin­ 
ance would not apply. 
The one feature of the ordinance 
that will apply to agriculture is the 
future erection of buildings in re­ 
lation to the roads that pass the 
premises. Every building hereaft­ 
er erected or relocated according to 
the ordinance shall be no less than 
80 feet from the center line of the 
road or street fronting tile build­ 
ing lots. There are exceptions to 
this in case of narrow roads. We 
would suggest to anyone erecting 
buildings where the roads are oth­ 
er than standard to consult the zon­ 
ing commission so mistakes will 
not be made. 
The counties 
adjoining Cook 
county all have zoning ordinances 
and have had for the past several 
years. 
There is no question but 
that the zoning ordinance will be­ 
come effective in Cook county and 
we believe for the most part farm ­ 
ers will not he appreciably affected 
bv it. 


If the bull is an infeiior animal 
or is of a different breed or type 
than the animals served, substan­ 
tial loss may be suffered by the 
owner of the cows. Whether or not 
a lecovery of damages may he had 
depends upon the tacts 
in eau? 
case. 
Th" following statements 
an wet the question in a general 
way: 
1. When an owner knows his hull 
is in the habit of breaking out, he* 
will in nearly all cases he liable for 
the animal’s trespassing. In such 
ca-es the maintenance of good di­ 
vision fences is not a sufficient ex­ 
orcise of care to prevent bis liabil­ 
ity for damage. A strong bull pen 
may be his only insurance against 
liability. 
Most courts would con­ 
sider service to cows as an aggra­ 
vation of tile trespass and would 
allow damages. 
2. When an owner has no knowl­ 
edge that his hull has ever broken 
out, the Illinois courts have indi­ 
cated that he is not res]>onsibk* for 
damages resulting from the ani­ 
mal’s breaking through his portion 
of a division feme unless he was 
negligent in maintaining his part 
of the fence. He is liable, howev­ 
er, if the hull gets on other people’s 
property through other than a di­ 
vision fence, regardless of the con­ 
dition of the fence. 
3. When a bull gets through an 
adjoining owner’s part of a divi­ 
sion fence and such fence is not in 
good repair or reasonably strong 
at the point where the bull breaks 
through, the owner of the bull can 
not he held liable. 
It is obvious that the probability 
of being held responsible for dam­ 
ages caused by a trespassing bull 
is quite high. 
The best policy, 
therefore, is to do whatever is nec­ 
essary to prevent trespass. 
This 
will vary somewhat depending up­ 
on tho nature and habits of the bull. 
Also, the promptness with which 
the owner of a trespassing animal 
goes after it may influence the ex­ 
tent of his liability. Generally, the 
damages recoverable for having 
cows served by a trespassing bull 
would he based on the difference in 
value to the owner between the 
actual progeny and 
the progeny 
which might have been expected. 


Wheat Exports 


Likely Will Be 


Small This Year 


Unless wheat is shipped for re­ 
lief purposes or heavily subsidized, 
present price relationships indicate 
that this country will export very 
little wheat in the coming year, ac­ 
cording to L. J. Norton, professor 
of Agricultural economics at the 
University of Illinois, College of 
Agriculture. 
With combines and binders now 
harvesting wheat in southern Illi­ 
nois, Norton points out that the 
194D wheat crop for this country 
will total about 728 million bushels, 
489 
million 
bushels 
of 
winter 
wheat and 239 of spring wheat. 
About 290 million bushels will be 
carried over from previous crops. 
This carryover added to the 1940 
crop brings the supply to one billion 
and 18 million bushels. 
This indicates there will be no 
shortage this coming year, since 
this country needed only about OTO 
million bushels the past year. If 
consumption continues at the same 
rate, about 350 million bushels of 
wheat, or half of the year’s supply, 
will be carried over into the next 
year if it can’t be exported. 
Last year this country exported 
51 million bushels, most of it early 
in the season. 
Other 
exporting 
countries have large supplies this 
year and several countries which 
normally import wheat arc* shut or? 
by war. In 1938-39 Belgium took 
39 million bushels, Germany 45 mil­ 
lion, Italy 14, Netherlands 29, Nor­ 
way 8 and 
Denmark 5 million 
bushels. 
A combination of these supply 
and demand factors together with 
the recent change in character of 
the war in Europe caused a sharp 
decline in wheat prices. On the av­ 
erage the price of wheat increases 
between harvest time and the fol­ 
lowing winter. The increase is us­ 
ually larger in soft than in hard 
wheat. 
The larger than usual seasonal 
increase in price in 1939-40 made 
storage under AAA loans profit­ 
able. 
Factors contributing to the 
price rise were the w ar in Europe, 
the apparent had prospects for the 
winter wheat crop last winier and 
the large holdings of wheat in the 
AAA loan.

Unless many 
Illinois counties 
take immediate steps to improve 
their administration of relief funds, 
the next session of the state legisla­ 
ture will have to provide for still 
more taxes to raise revenues for 
public assistance, warns John C. 
Watson, director of taxation for 
the Illinois Agricultural Associa­ 
tion. 


In an article in the July issue of 
the IAA RECORD, now in.th- mail 
to more than 93,000 Illinois farm ­ 
ers, Watson says that relief ap­ 
propriations in the 1929 regular 
session of the general 
assembly, 
plus increased old-age 
assistance 
appropriations in the recent spec­ 
ial session, threaten to soak up the 
state treasury’s general fund before 
the end of the present .calendar 
year. If this happens, he says, new 
taxes will have to be provided, des­ 
pite a constant increase in revenue 
from the 
retailers’ occupational 
tax. 


Tho 
alternative 
to 
increased 
taxes, Watson declares, is more ef­ 
ficient relief administration in the 
counties and the financing of a larg­ 
er share of the relief burden from 


local funds. 
Four counties—Mon­ 
roe, Richland, Lee and Stark—are 
already financing their relief en­ 
tirely from local funds and anoth­ 
er 15 counties are drawing com­ 
paratively small amounts from the 
state treasury. 
Too 
many 
counties, 
Watson 
charges, are unnecessarily spending 
local money in order to qualify for 
a full share of state funds. By levy­ 
ing a 30-cent property tax rate, it 
is pointed out, a county is entitled 
to draw from the state the full 
amount of its contribution to sales 
tax revenues. Besides compliment­ 
ing the four counties which are en­ 
tirely independent of state relief 
funds, Watson has particular praise 
for the counties which, while col­ 
lecting a 30-cent local tax, have not 
found it necessary to draw from 
the state treasury their full share 
of sales tax money. 
If all counties were as efficient 
relief administrators 
as are the 
honor countie?, Watson insists, not 
only would additional state taxes 
be unnecessary, but it would prob­ 
ably be possible actually to reduce 
the present one-third of the sales 
tax used for relief.

Golf Lesson No. 3 
‘Backswing and Downswing1 


By White Pines ‘Pro.* Duncan MacPherson

“Your 
readers 
having 
been 
taught stance and grip in the first 
two lessons,” commenced the per­ 
sonable Duncan Macpherson, na­ 
tionally famous golf professional 
and instructor now pro at White 
Pines Golf club in 
Bensenville, 
“this 
chapter 
of 
your 
helpful 
series, the third to be exact, should 
cover Backswing and Downswing. 
On the backswing the left side 
of the body should be well wound 
up; with the hulk 
of the weight 
dropped back on the right leg, a 
sort of easy, relaxed turn-around, 
and the club is taken hack and up 
with the left arm 
pretty well 
straightened out, to the top-swing 
position. 
The 
w rists should 
be 
w’ell cocked and both of them under 
the shaft. The point of the left 
shoulder is tucked well under the 
chin, and the body should be well 
balanced. The hulk of the weight 
is on the right foot, and, because 
of this fact, the weight is placed 
a little more on the right heel. 
Enough weight should he left on 
the inside part of the left sole, so 
that a firm contact is maintained 
with the ground. 
The left heel 
should rise as you pivot enough so 
as not to retard the action of the 
left leg. 
We come to the right arm now. 
As the hands and arm s come down 
into the shot, make sure that the 
right arm passes reasonably close 
to the body, and the right elbow 
passes across the front, or forward 
point of 
the 
right 
hip. 
Which 
means that the right arm must re­ 
main in a slightly bent position as 
the ball is hit. From there, the 
hands should go straight 
on out, 
and up, through the shot, without 
cutting in around the left side. 
And th a i’s what is called “ hitting 
from the inside out” if properly 
done.”

Pines’ new professional and our 
genial tutor in this week’s golf ses­ 
sion, holds the world’s record for 
golf lessons in one year, 3,066 in 
1933.

Acceptable candidates, he 
ex­ 
plained, will he enlisted as appren­ 
tice seamen in the Naval Reserve. 
They will be given 30 days active 
duty aboard a United States naval 
man o’ war. Upon completion of 
this cruise, candidates recommend­ 
ed by the commanding officer of the 
cruising ship will be Issued appoint­ 
ments as midshipmen, U. S. Naval 
Reserve, and ordered immediately 
to 
a 
three-m onths’ 
course 
of 
instruction a t a school ashore or 
ordered home at government ex­ 
pense and placed on inactive duty 
to await orders to such course at a 
later date. In this connection Lieu- 
tenant-Commander Carlson added, 
consideration will be given to com­ 
pletion of the candidate’s civilian 
education, if he is a student. 


“Candidates,” he stated, “must 
he native-born, unmarried, male 
citizens of the United States be­ 
tween the ages of 19 and 26 years, 
m ust meet the standard Navy phys­ 
ical requirem ents, and must have 
had two years’ college credit.” 
Satisfactory 
completion of the 
three months course w’ill qualify the 
midshipman for a commission as 
Ensign in the Naval Reserve.
